An interview was conducted concerning the "consists of language used in the claims. ? 
The Examiner agreed that such language distinguished the prior art, but since the working 
Examples involved the use of a nonmagnetic layer comprising a nonmagnetic powder in the 
binder, in the Examiner's view claim 2 was more commensurate with the "consists of language 
and the working Examples than claim 1 which did not call for a nonmagnetic layer. 

Applicants agreed to cancel claim 1, change the dependency of claims 3-10 to claim 2, 
and agreed to some minor formal amendments to the claims. 

It is believed that no petition or fee is required. However, if the USPTO deems 
otherwise, Applicant hereby petitions for any extension of time which may be required to 
maintain the pendency of this case, and any required fee, except for the Issue Fee, for such 
extension is to be charged to Deposit Account No. 19-4880. 
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
